Tar Sands for Highways.

Not many years ago the sight of

an extra bit of coal tar brought

worry to the manager of a gas mak-'

ing or a boke making plant. The
difficulty lay in getting rid of it. To-
day the problegn is how to get a
great deal more tar than the gas
plants and the coke ovens combined
can furnish.

The rubber tired vehicle signaled
the end of loose paving for public
highways. Steel shod wheels packed
such pavements bharder, but rubber
tires quickly pulled them to pieces.
Mot even concrete surfaces are able
to resist the destructive power of
rubber tires. Experlence has shown
that a tar sand surface is suitable for
about every sort of public highway.
Canada has enough natural tar sands
minernl to girdle the earth it the
conclusions from recent investiga-
tions are conflrmed.

From Edmonton a ghort branch of
the Canadian Northern Railroad con-
nects the Saskatchewan and the Ca-
nadian Paclifie with Athabasca and
Mackenzie River navigation. Atha-
basca Landing ls the entrance to fur-
land. Within a few years It bids
falr to furnish an unlimited supply
of tar sands [or road making. The

Canndlan Government is now making |

& tryout with this material.

From Athabasca Landing one hun-
dred miles north Athabasca River ol
fers no diMculties to river naviga
tion. The rapids are navigable, be-
{ng swift but not turbulent or choppy.

At the Metropolitan Ozera House last
evening the Philtharmonic Boelety pro-
duced Gustave Mabler's third symphony.
Thls composition had not been heard
bere before. It is in D minor and is
written for orchestra, contrallo solo, a
chorus of women and o chorus of hoys
The forces assembied by Condactor Will-
em Mengelberg were Mme, Julia Claus-
sl contralto; the St, Cecilia Club, Vie-
tor Harrls, conductor, and the boy cholr
of Father Finn's Paullst Chorlsters, The
composition sufced for an entire con-
eert. There was no other number, nnd
the necessary Interval for rest and re-
freshment was made after the first move-
ment.

The third symphony of the tireless
Viennese composer was beguvn in 1886
and finished the following year. It was
first performed in 1902, and My, Mengel-
torg, who directed it last cvening, Intro-
duced it to Amsterdam in 1913, Mr.
Kunowiald (subsequently interned) gave
it & hearing at the Cinefnnat! festival of
1814, That was its firet performance In
this country.

When the work was Arst revealed
Mahler made some titles for hls move-
| ments intended,-as we are now told, to
| keep the curlous quiet. Later he told
Mr, Mengelberg what it wuas all about
and that possessor of the seeret told
Lawrence Gilman, writer of the Philhar-
monle Soclety's program notes.  In Jus-
tice to Mahler this final explanation is
the one we should accept,

Bullt In Two Parts.

The symphony i2 bifilt in two parts
and six subdlvisions. The first part s
the first movement, as long a8 & sym-
phony in itself. This movement ushers
into gur presence the principal thematic
foundations of the work. They are sev-
eral and are subjected to elaborate de-
velopments, The second part has five
sections. The first two, called tempo di
menuetto and scherzo, are Instrumental ;
the third (s “The Wanderer's Night
Song” from Nletsche's “Also  Sprach
Zarathustra,” composed for contralto and
orchestra ; the fourth a setting of a song
(“Es sungen drel Engel™) from “Des
Knaben Wunderhorn," for women's and
boys' cholrg and contralto, and the final
an instrumental adagio. .

We are Invited to regard tne whole
work as an cxpresslon of Mahler's iden
of universal brotherhood. In the first
movement man, facing the tragedy of
iife, mgathers his forces and advances
te the combat. The minuet signities
“What the flowers tell me' : the scherzo
“What the animals In the forest tell me "
the contralto solo “What man tolls mae™ ;
the choral division “What the angels tell
mn"‘ and the finale "“What tove tells
me,”

Disclones Heantifnl Spirit.

That the pragram Is noble, that |t
discloges o beautiful spirlt, a splendid
aspiration and a profound sympathy
with humaniy must be manifest to every
reador, No adequate commentary on Mr,
Mahler's herculean attempt to “efnbody
his conceptions can be made this morn-
ing. Examinatlon of the work must be
deforred. ut fer the moment It can
be sald, as 1t has becn sald of other
wreatlons of this master, that between
what he desired to utter and his power
of utterance there yawned an immensur-
able abyss,

There are moments of great, of mov-
Ing beauty in this third symphony, but
it sipks under its owa welght and size
It tdok two hours to perform i, and
gome of its deas were repeated and re-
peuted till the hearer wondered how a
composer coild be #o dead to ull sense
of continufty of portion and of hu-
man endurance oif the part of llsteners,

PBut of all this, more may be sald
later. For to-day let It suflice to say
that Mr. Mengelberg had prepared the
performance of the work with the grent-
est care and that Mr. Mahler did not in

wny respect suffer from the interpreta-
tion of his symphony.

The orchestra played superbly, Mme.
Claussen sang her solos well and the
chorus sang admirably. The audlence
was very attentive and showed wonder-
ful fortitude when the finale, lke the
scherzo, eame to an cnd no less than four
times, revived, and went on again with
undiminished vigor.

PHILADELPHIA ORCHESTRA.
Beethoven's Fifth Symphony on Its
Program,

No works of siartling novel interest
found a place in last evening's Phila-
delphla orchestra program and there was
no sololst, but the works offered made
strong appeal to music lovers. A large
and deeply interested audience heard the
concert and the applause was lavishly
given, The symphony was Beethoven's
